Waste And Production 

HE doctrine of waste came 

into public discussion some 
years ago apropos of, a‘students’ 
ray which involved the break- 
ing of a number-of windows 
after a rivtous celebration of a 
football match, One wealthy 
celebrant hurled a chair at a 
large mirror at the end of the 
banqueting hall, and sub- 
sequently offered his cheque for 
the supply of a new mirror, with 
the remark that) what he had 
done was “good for trade.” Un- 
doubtedly a new bit of plate 
glass weuld have to be made, 
and the makers would receive 
wages for making it, but critics 
pointed out that at the end of 
the transaction néither the hotel 
nor the community was any 
richer. The answer was that 
only the young roysterer was 
any poorer, and that the cash 
would be better employed by the 
glass-makers than by an irres- 
ponsible young person who evi- 
dently did not know-how to use 
his money. The “replication”
